2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 
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The examination statement has been prepared taking into consideration claims 1-11, 
amended on 09.1 1.2004 by virtue of the documents mentioned in the report on the 
search:

D2 WO 0037037 A, 29.06.2000 
D3 WO 9320838 A, 28.10.1993 
D4 WO 9853850 A, 03.12.1998 

Document Dl discloses a topical composition in gel form for the treatment of the 
skin comprising an antiseptic, sapogenin, the proteolytic enzyme (papaine), and the 
thickening agent (carboxymethylcellulose). 

D2 discloses a topical composition in gel form for the treatment of skin bums 
comprising one or more organic acids (acetic acid, citric acid), a vegetal agent, a 
protecting agent (carbopol), and an anesthetic. 

D3 discloses a topical composition for the treatment of skin bums and wounds 
formulated either in gel form or in gel combined with a water-soluble polymer and that 
comprises a proteolytic enzyme (papaine). 

D4 discloses a topical composition for the treatment of the skin that comprises the 
proteolytic enzyme (papaine). 

The analysis of inventive step (D1-D4) shows that data on the composition 
composed as per amended claim 1 are lacking. Furthermore, none of the above-said 
documents comprises information on the existence of an emulsifier (triethanolamine) 
and a preservative (methyl paraben and propyl paraben) in the therapeutic 
compositions. 

Since the composition stated as per claim 1 is unknown and is not evident, and 
provides analgesic efficiency, has protective, debridating, and anti-inflammatory 
effects, claims 1-9 are deemed to meet both novelty and inventive step criteria. Claims 
10-1 1 are also deemed to meet both novelty and inventive step criteria, because they 
comprise the indexes of claims 1-9. 

Claims 1-11 are also deemed to meet the industrial appUcabihty criterion.
